A pp I i can I grale I u 1 1 y ack n o wl edge s Ih e Exam i n er \s av ai I ab i I i ty I br T n lerv i e w on 
May 25, 2005. Tn thai telephonic interview, E.xaminer Yigdall and Ihe undersigned,

iuid 8-21. Specifically, the nature of flic infonnatioii triuisiiiittcd in Pcdrizctti was 
discussed. 

It was proposed that u patentable distinction between Pethizetti tind elainis 4, 8-21 
exists ill Hie nature of tile "hash number" in Fediizetti, deseiibed as a "ntm-unique 
identiller." (See, e.g.. Col. 5, line 11.) Tn contrast to the non unique identifier in 
PcdhzetCi, a unique idcntiticr is trmismitCcd according to die amended claims. 

llie Examiner agreed to review any claims submitted. 

llie amended claims herein deliiie a "ciyptographic liasli'' wiiieh is comprised of 
a ''unique data ideiititiei ." Support for the amcTUhnent is pi'ovidcd at page 6 (bottom) to 
page 7 (top) imd no new matter is added by way of iunendmeiit. 

Thus the present claims speci fically teach av^ay from Pedri/eLti's non unique 
identifier. 

It is respectfully requested that the Kxaminer\s rejection he withdrawn and the 

claim proceed to issue. 

Applicant further traverses the Examiner's rejections to claims 16 and 17 under 

35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being iuiticipated by A\iani, U.S. Patent No. 5,950,205. Applicmt 
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noles thai Aviuni nowhere leaches, suggests nor discloses Ihe limilalions oC independenl 
claim S iUid dicrclbru caiuiot, it it; submitted serve as an miticipatorv rctbrciicc for 
dependant claims 16 imd 17.

But there is no teaching, suggestion nor disclosure of 
tiansmittiiig iui^*^ hashes m* data infonnation, as in claim 8. 'lluis, it is submitted, AviiUii 
cannot serve as anticipatory reference to claims 16 and 1 7, and it is respectfully requested 
thai the Examiner's rejection he withdrawn and the claim proceed to issue. 

Claims 4 and 8-21 detine pataitable subject matter over die art of record and ;ure 
not imticipa ted by nor obvious in view of the references of record. A Notice of 
AlloWiUice is respecttiilly solicited.
